osition be; it was purely a private mat- 
ter. He said he wanted to raise the 
question in a general way at this time. 
because it would arise often during the 
inguiry. He asked that the inquiry be 
limited to interstate transactions. 

Answering Mr. Milburn’s contentions. 
Attorney Kellogg declared that the 
value of the Alton road had been in- 
flated beyond all reason—‘a conspicuous 
example of inflation,”” he declared. He 
insisted that it was clearly within the 
power of the commission to inquire 
into the entire transaction.

Collapse of Ties Denied by 
nailroad and Carnegie 
Steel Co.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 25.—“Causeé of 
wreck, spreading rails.—Forbes.”’

M. W. Forbes of the Pennsylvania Rail-

Other causes have 
been given by the rallroad officials, but 
the members of the crew of the flyer are 
positive the wreck was caused by the 
spreading of the rails at the Mineral 
Point curve as the result of the failure 
¢? the steel ties, which had been placed 
at this point for-an experiiment, to with- 
stand the weight and speed of the train. 

Effort is being made by the railroad 
and by the Carnegie Steel Co. to con- 
ceal the fact that.the incident was due 
to the collapse of the ties. 
ficials here have said a broken brakerod 
tore up the track,-causing the derail- 
ment,. but this is positively denied by 
persons who have thoroughly examined 
the wreckage and the torn-up track. A

The Carnegie Steel Co., which made 
the steel ties and which had them in- 
troduced with the assurance that they 
would replace the old wooden ones in 
railroad construction, has sent agents 
to the scene to investigate with the in- 
tention of contesting any assertions 
that the steel ties were to blame. 

That the experiment. of the steel ties 
should have been made on the most 
‘dangerous piece of track between here 
and New York is the subject of much 
comment by railroad men here. 

The bills for lost valuables and cloth- 
ing will amount to many- thousands of 
dollars, and already agents of the road 
are working both here and in Altoona 
to learn the amount each passenger on 
the famous special had with him and 
on what terms a settlement can be 
made. All the passengers were carried 
away in relief trains without waiting 
for clothing or valuables and many of 
them were wealthy.

The present State Legislature, before its final ad- 
journment, should not only appropriate ample funds 
to sustain the State University at Columbia, but 








ehould make provision for a stable maintenance—for 
out of the State—the 
amount of which ean be estimated in advance, 30 
that the management of the institution will not be 
compelled to live from hand to mouth. 

In managing a great university or any other In- 


income revenues of the 


en 


stitution of business, it is necessary in order to at- 
tain the highest efficiency, to be able to know ap- 
proximately in advance what resources will be at 
the command of the management, so that plans 
can be laid and contracts entered into with an as- 
surance that the expense will be met. 

The State University, at present, actually lives 
from session to session without any definite knowl- 
edge as to what resources will be placed at its com- 
mand. Its Board of Curators is forbidden to borrow 
money except during the session of ‘the Legislature. 
As a rule, until the appropriations are made after 
the close of the biennial period while the Legisla- 
ture is in session, the university is operated on bor- 
rowed funds, It is either penniless, or, worse than 
penniless, bankrupt and living on borrowed money 
until the board discovers what the Legislature will 
provide for the next two vears. 

How is it possible under this method of support 
to plan ior the future; to lay out the work as it 
should be laid out; to enter into contracts with pro- 
fessors; to meet emergency demands fay increased 
If the State Univer- 
sity is to be supported, it should be supported on 
the most liberal basis, which will put it on a par 
with the best institutions of its ‘kind. The curators

The Missouri State University has developed into 
a great under difficulties.

The only method by which this can be done is 
to set aside a part of the revenue which will assure 
a liberal income for maintenance and support.

There was abundant leisure with noth- 
ing to fill it, a store of inherent skill 
but no outlet. Their minds must neces- 
sarily dwell uporthe past. 

In 1903, when traveling about the coun- 
try, staying with the people in such 
shelter as they had amid their ruins, I 
saw the need of such industries as 
could be carried on side by side with 
farm life. Eventually I decided to try 
the introduction of spinning and the 
various branches of weaving, in order 
to utilize the wool produced on the 
farm. 

It is now 18 months, since, with the 
help of Miss Margaret Clark, a school 
was opened at Philippolis in the Orange 
River Colony; and a few months later 
we started a second center at Lapg- 
laagte in the Transvaal. 

In spite of the difficulties of climate, 
of dearth of water, of slow and costly 
transport, of our own ignorance in deal- 
ing with South African products, and a 
hundred other impediments, the enter- 
prise has prospered beyond expectation. 
The leading men among the Boers ap- 
prove and encourage our effort, regard- 
ing it as a valuable education for their 
people; the ministers of the Dutch Re- 
forméad Church for the most part wel- 
come a wholesome occupation: the girls 
themselves, at first shy and uncertain, 
have developed an interest which every 
month increases, -and the steady disci- 
plinary work has had marked effect for 
good upon the workers. 

Fifty girls have received teaching at 
Philippolis School, many, after going 
home, in their turn teaching other mem- 
bers of the family; while at Langlaagte 
a more thorough training, to qualify 
them as teachers, is being given to a 
smaller number of pupils. 

The bulk of the work produced, 
though doubtless rough in the of 
connoisseurs, is yet highly ‘commend- 
able for the first vear, while some artic- 
les are really good and even beautiful. 
As the girls become more expert, the 
standard of excellence will. surely rise. 
Pile rugs, woven mats and rugs, cloth 
of various qualities, trek rugs of the 
coarse brown wool and blankets of the 
fine. merino have been produced and 
show promise. 

Interest in this infant industry 
spreading throughout the country, and 
fresh tokens meet me daily of the desire 
to start it in many quarters, It is hard 
to repress an interest, which, however. 
I have not the means to develop. A ball 


has been set rolling which I am not 
able to stop, for the work appears to 
meet a want long felt in the country 
districts. Yet Il am bound to hold back 
where I should encourage.

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HIREATS of baseball players to retire from the profession unless certain 
salary demands are anet always cause the patrons of the game more 
worry than they do the club owners, the latter being annoyed rather than 


worried. ‘There are a few instances in thirty-one years wher a ball player 
retired voluntarily from baseball-—-perhaps one in 1000 of all the men 
have plaved in major Jeagues. Their cases’ have been exceptional anid their 
business opportunities unusual, The average good ball player-—-and generally 


only the stars threaten to ria gion, i average $25 a weeek in the business 
world by working the lear round. Many could not. The star player’s baseball sal- 
ary runs close to $4000 a aa or better, earned in six months, .with 
to put in four or five months at $25 a week, if he can. That 
why there are so few voluntary retirements. For a large part of the. friction 
with players over contracts the club.owners themselves are at fault. Any time 
the financial standing of a ball elub is referred to by an official he begins to 
talk in large figures. Through some mistaken impression that it. will have 
eood effect on the publie, the elub owneer usually magnifies his profits on 2 
season, and few clubs ever have lost any money—for publication. The tendene Vv 
to swell attendance fiyvures in some cities is in line with this.
